MAJOR SHEPARD, CONVICT-

TO GET NEW TRIAL 


ACCUSER AND ACCUSED OFFICER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. 


W)—A new trial was grant- 
ed today by the 
supreme 


court to Major Charles A. 
Shepard, army surgeon, who 
was sentenced to life impris 
onment for the murder of 
his wife after she was re- 
ported to have made a dying 
declaration that he poisoned her. 
The court held the alleged state- 
ment of Mrs. Shepard did 
not 
constitute a dying declaration be- 
cause It was not "spoken without 
hope of recovery and in the shad- 
ow of impending death." 
"Fear or even belief that Ill- 
ness will end in death," the opin- 
ion said, "will not avail of itself 
to make 
a 
dying 
declaration. 
There must be a 'settled hopeless 
expectation' that death is near 
at hand and what is said must 
have been spoken in the belief 
of its impending presence. 
. Shepard was convicted of the 
slaying of his wife, Zenana, on 
the Fort Riley, Kansas, military 
reservation.

11 to 1 for the death sentence, 
a oenalty the state had asked.

DURING SUNDAY NIGHT 


DEATH AND~DESTRUCTION 
PROPERTY BROUGHT NEW 


TENSENESS MONDAY 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Nov. 6.—(T) 
—Death, violence, and destruction 
of property, brought a new tense- 
ness to the farm strike today. 
A Nebraska farmer was killed 
near Dakota City, Neb., last night, 
when a speeding automobile crash- 
ed into a groups of pickets cluster- 
ed around a parked truck. Five 
were injured. 
Eight carloads of livestock were 
raided by pickets near Lawton, 
la., and the stock turned loose 
after the train had been halted by 
a huge pile of railroad ties on the 
tracks. 


Picketing flared anew in Wis- 
consin. Forty thousand pounds of 
milk were dumped. Telephone wires 
were cut. 
, 


Pickets and anti-picketing forces 
massed at the Plattsmouth, Neb., 
bridge over the Missouri river 
ready to clash. Governor Herring 
of Iowa announced the state was 
ready,"to step in" if county peace 
officers were unable to handle the 
situation. 


The death of Frank Fletcher of 
Homer, Neb., brought to two the 
fatalities since the national farm 
embargo was declared more than 
two weeks ago. The other fatal- 
ity occurred recently in Wisconsin. 
Fletcher died before emergency 
treatment could be administered. 
The Injured included three pickets: 
William Wingett, 58; Winngeago, 
John Pallas, 42, Thurston, and Jer- 
ry Fillip, 22 Walthill. Harry Jack- 
son, Emerson, who police said was 
the driver of the car, was held 
after the crash together with a 
companion, Henry Mertens. Both 
were slight injured. 


Sheep and cattle wandered the 
streets of Lawton after a crowd 
of more than 200 pickets broke in- 
to a Chicago and Northwestern 
live stock train. The pickets had 
trailed the train, bound for a Sioux 
City market, from Pierson, finally 
halting it at the Lawton depot 
with a track blockade.

A member of her troupe disclos- 


ed that one of her last wisecracks 
after she was stricken was: "No, 
I'm not dead. Like the blue eagle. 
I am on my way to recovery." 


By her death, the night life of 
New York lost one of its most dis- 
tinctive personalities, for she was 
hemlt, 


only one Texas Guinan and that 
meant sharp wisecracks, raubous 
gaiety, rowdy mirth. 
Strangely 
enough, here 
death 


came with the end of the prohi- 
bition era during which she rose 
to prominence along the Great 
White Way. She blossomed out 
as a night club hostess in 1922, 
about the time when hip flasks 
and night clubs were gaining new 
popularity. 


During her career on Broadway 
she presided over nearly a dozen 
night clubs, most of which were 
padlocked by dry agents. 
Many 


times she found herself in court 
on charges of liquor law viola- 
tions, but she always wisecracked 
her way out. 


Before becoming a night club 
hostess, Texas was a cow girl, a 
"coon shouter," or torch singer, a 
dancer and movie actress. 
She 
made scores of Western thrillers 
and she didn't use a double. She 
did all the stunts herself. After 
her movie career she became a 
vaudeville trooper, then a 
night 
club entertainer and then famous. 
Married Three Times. 


She was married and divorced 
three times. 
She Is survived by 


her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Michael 
Guinan, a brother, Tom Guinan, 
of New York, and a sister, Mrs. 
George Smith of Huntington Park, 
Gal. 
The body will be taken to 
New York for burial. 


The robust entertainer sent the 
phrases, 
"Hello, 
sucker," 
and 
"Give the little girl a great big 
hand," virtually around the world.

n the case of Samuel Insull, Sr., 
i strong United States protest 
was handed by Lincoln MacVeagh 
the American minister, to the di- 
rector of the foreign ministry to- 
day.

himself 
was absent at Salonica. 
The protest 
expressed aston- 


ishment at the appeal court's ver- 
dict in refusing to allow Insull 
to be extradited to face charges 
in connection with the collapse 
of his utilities interests. 


It protested that the court was 
trying the case by going Into the 
substance of the accusations. 


Premier Tsaldaris in an inter- 
view declared he had requested 
the 
ministry of justice 
to 
go 
through the file In the Insull case 
and determine whether 
anything 


important escaped te court. 
He expressed his personal opin- 


ion that Greek justice stands at 
the highest and also expressed re- 
gret that the United States is so 
persistent and attaches so much 
importance to the court's verdict.

nation. 


Leonor F. Loree, head of tho 


Delaware and Hudson Railroad, 
declared that the abandonment of 
the gold standard by the United 
States was as great a violation 
of trust as Germany's disregard 
of Belgium's neutrality in 1914. 
The sentiment of the Chamber 


of Commerce was one of the first 
organized attacks on the adminis- 
tration's 
new monetary policy, 
particularly the recent gold pur- 
chasing policy. 


At the meeting of Chamber rep- 
resentatives, financial Interests of 
Wall Street and much of the east 
were represented. 
Opinion as ev- 


idenced from addresses made be- 
fore the gathering was doflnltely 
in opposition to any attempt In 
currency experimentation and the 
managed commodity dollar. 


Tho resolution stated that the 
chamber, "taking cognizance of re- 
cent financial developments here- 
by affirms Its conviction that a 
gold standard is the most Balls-

Feeling the need of an educa- 
tion 8 yeara later, while on a Wy- 
oming ranch he started to grind 
away nightly on grammar, arith- 
metic and history in the bunk- 
house. The habit evidently became 
life-long, for later when he became 
a sattle owner he always carried 
a book, either arithmetic, litera- 
ture, history or grammar, where- 
over he went, whether 
on 
the 
roundup or in the cattle train tak- 
ing the animals to one of the 
great middle 
western 
livestock 
markets. 


Bronzed by the sun and wind of 


the prarles, even after years of 
service 
at 
Washington, Senator 
Kendrlck was a man of the West.' 
Ho was six feet tall and of a 
powerful, 
muscular 
frame 
and 
body. 


The cattleman, who acquired a 
small empire of 200,000 acres for 
his herds in northern Wyoming 
and southern Montana, did not be- 
come interested in politics until 
1910, when he was elected for two 
oucceosive terms to the Wyoming 
state senate. In 1914 he was elect- 
ed governor of the state and in 
1917 resigned as governor, to be 
elected to the United States sen- 
ate, where he served for two terms. 
Senator Kendrlck was born on 
September 6, 1857, In Cherokea 
county, Texas, where his parents 
were cattle ranchers.

Calf slaughter also increas- 


ed this year, being 7 per cent lar- 
ger than for 1932. 


"The larger slaughter of cattle 


and calves this year represents, 
undoubtedly, the upswing which 
would be expected to result xrora 
the increase 
in cattle numbers 
yrhich began in 1928," the report 
stated. "This upswing, which was 
delayed for two years as a result 
of the declining cattle prices ac- 
companying 'the depression, was 
-accelerated somewhat this year by 
.the shortage of pasture and the 
small production of food and for- 
age. 
But once under way, it may 


be expected to continue until cat- 
tle numbers and the yearly produc- 
tion of cattle and calves are re- 
duced to a level better adjusted 
'to consumptive demand 
at 
re- 
munerative prices." 


Although September rains broke 
in .some areas a general drought 
that had prevailed "generally over 
the wholo area from the Great 
Plains to the Pacific ocean," and 
brought a new growth of grass,
